Milk prices in the nation for ten y ears fol­ 
lowing the war had an almost constant adv antage ov er the 
other farm produ cts. Produ ction of milk has been, therefore, 
ex panding far bey ond what was thou ght possible with a re­ 
alization of the importance of milk to the diet and to the 
economic balance of the cou ntry . The growth of the dairy ing 
indu stry in Ru sh cou nty and almost ev ery commonwealth in 
the agricu ltu ral states has cau sed it to replace other farm en­ 
terprises hence agricu ltu ral growth in Ru sh cou nty and the 
entire state of Indiana has ex pressed itself in dairy ex pan­ 
sion.

The action was reported after 
sev eral witnesses, inclu ding the 
police officers who heard the 
6 2-y ear-old wom an’s confession 
last Friday had testified. 
Apparently the state had not 
taken u p the case against her 
son, Earle, also held in the cou n­ 
ty jail.

Charles S. Do ugherty indicated 
he was undecided o n this po int, 
but that there was no questio n­ 
ing his mind abo ut grand jury 
actio n against Dr. Wy neko o p in 
co nnectio n with the state’s the­ 
o ry that Rheta was slain fo r the 
do uble mo tiv e o f co llecting her 
life insurance and freeing her 
husband o f an unwanted wife. 
Do ugherty said his principal 
ev idence fo r the grand jury was 
the statement, later repudiated 
by Dr. Wy neko o p, in which she 
was quo ted as say ing Rheta died 
o f an o v erdo se o f chlo ro fo rm 
and that a bullet was fired into 
her bo dy to giv e the appearance 
that the death had been caused 
by a ro bber. 
“ The co nfessio n” the pro secu­ 
to r said, “ is so characteristic o f 
Dr. Wy neko o p that she co uld no 
mo re discard it than she co uld 
her facial ex pressio n. Of co urse 
we ex pected her to repudiate it. 
But she canno t ex plain away the 
fact, established by the co ro ner’s 
chemist 
and 
phy sician, 
that 
Rheta was still aliv e when that 
bullet was fired.” 
Meanwhile mo re checking was 
o rdered o n Earle’s alibi that he
